A UJL officer who went out on 
patrol from Plei Me said he 
counted IOO Viet Cong bodies. 
He said some had been chained 
to th eir automatic weapons. 
A relief column consisting ofa 
government regiment with a 
spearhead of arm or had ad­ 
vanced to within about four 
m iles of the camp by tonight 
afte r beating off an ambush and 
killing an estim ated 250 g u erril­ 
la s at Plei Ya D ran,a village on 
the way. Government casualties 
w ere reported light. 
One informed UJ5. source in 
Pleiku said the major fighting 
appeared 
to 
be 
over, even 
though the Vtet Cong main­ 
tained their positions around the 
cam p.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Launching of the Gemini 6 
astronauts on m an's first at­ 
tempt to catch and join an orbit­ 
ing satellite was postponed in­ 
definitely today when their Age- 
na spacecraft target was lost in 
space. 
Flight D irector C hristopherC . 
Kraft J r. scrubbed the launch­ 
ing of W alter M .Schirra J r . and 
Thomas P. Stafford when it was 
determ ined that the Agena ap­ 
parently crashed into the Atlan­ 
tic shortly after launch at IO 
a.m . EST by an Atlas booster. 
When a tracking station In 
A ustralia reported "no joy, no 
joy" in futile attem pts to find 
the Agena, Kraft called the m is­ 
sion off at 10:54 a.m . 
At the tim e, the countdown on 
the astronauts* Titan 2 rocket 
was progressing on schedule 
toward an 11:41 a.m .launching. 
Tile failure meant that Schir- 
ra and Stafford probably will 
have to wait until next year for 
another try at the rendezvous 
and docking m ission, comple­ 
tion of which is critical to this 
nation's plans to land men on 
the moon. 
As the astronauts watched 
from their own spacecraft on 
another launch pad 6,000 feet 
away, an Atlas blasted the Age­ 
na aloft precisely on tim e at IO 
a.m ., after a perfect countdown. 
"Tile flight couldn't be fin e r," 
the m ission control center re ­ 
ported happily as the A tlas 
leaped away, bathing its pad in 
a brilliant torrent of flam e,and 
seemed to perform beautifully 
in its upward thrust. 
But sp irits fell suddenly six 
minutes, 20 seconds after the 
launch, when the Agena should 
have separated and its own en­ 
gine sprung to life to drill the 
spacecraft into a circular orbit. 
"A dram atic loss of telem e­ 
try " was reported by m ission 
control and the spokesman said 
"the situation is not a happy 
one.” 
Then, 32 minutes following the 
blastoff, spokesman Paul Haney 
said that the Agena was trav el­ 
ing 5,500 miles an hour below its 
projected speed and may have 
impacted in the Atlantic. 
The Gemini launch crew went 
ahead with their own count­ 
down, hopeful that tracking sta­ 
tions around the world would 
find the lost target vehicle. 
And 
the 
Gemini checkout, 
part of the most complicated 
two-rocket countdown ever at­ 
tem pted, still was right on the 
button when Kraft called for the 
scrub. 
Tile norm ally reliable Agena 
has launched successfully more 
than 140 U#S. payloads into 
space, 
including tile Ranger 
moonshots 
and 
tile 
M ariner 
flights to M ars and Venus. It 
also has been a w orkhorse for 
the nation's m ilitary space pro­ 
gram , prim arily launching re ­ 
connaissance shots from Van- 
denburg 
Air Force 
Base, 
Calif. 
However, for the Gemini 6 
m ission, 
the 
Agena 
was 
equipped with several new sys­ 
tem s, including engines capable 
of multiple re sta rt, telem etry 
links, tracking beacons and the 
addition of the docking collar 
into which the Gemini was to be 
inserted. Tills particular ver­ 
sion of the Agena had never 
been tested before in flight. 
A station in the Canary Is­ 
lands got no response to its 
commands to Agena at a tim e 
when the craft should have been 
overhead, and when the A ustra­ 
lian track ers a1 so filiied to make 
contact, the mission was dead. 
If track ers had found the Age­ 
na, the possibility had rem ained 
that Schir ra and Stafford still 
would be sent aloft, even though 
the Agena communications sys­ 
tem was silent. 
Before today, Kraft had said 
that the astronauts would not be 
able to link up with the Agena 
under such conditions. But he 
added that they could gain val­ 
uable information of rendezvous 
techniques. 
The Gemini 6 spacecraft now 
will be taken down from its

Under the Kansas constitu­ 
tion, the state House is appor­ 
tioned on a basis of one mem­ 
ber from each of 105 counties, 
with 20 additional m em bers ap­ 
portioned to the counties on a 
population basis. The state Sen­ 
ate Is apportioned on a popula­ 
tion basis. 
Reapportionment of the House 
was ordered before April 1966. 
The Kansas Supreme Court, 
U. S. Supreme Court decisions, 
ruled the apportionment of the 
state House unconstitutional un­ 
der the equal protection clause 
of the 14th amendment. 
Londerholm 's appeal said the 
14th amendment contains no 
specific 
language requiring 
both houses of state legisla­ 
tu res to be based on population. 
The 
appeal also asked lf the 
amendment 
was adopted In a 
constitutional 
manner. This 
question has been presented in 
the past, but the high court has 
not ruled on it. Its view was 
that 
the question Is political 
rath e r than judicial.

Central Intelligence Bureau of 
the Detroit police, and it has 
never been established whether 
the report was surreptitiously 
taken from the Detroit police 
files or released by them as 
a m atter of courtesy.

One of them even went on te le­ 
vision in full regalia to d is­ 
close how various Klans were 
laying in supplies of revolvers 
and ammunition. 
But despite som e of the Klans­ 
men who see the e rro r of their 
ways, the fact rem ains that the 
Klan has been growing in size 
of late and has increased its 
te rro rist tactics. 
In eastern North Carolina, an 
area where race relations have 
been harmonious and which has 
been free of the Klan for many 
years, the Klan has begun a 
revival. Near Goldsboro, N. C., 
the Klan m eets every night in 
an old church known as Thomp­ 
son's Chapel. They call them ­ 
selves the Wayne County Im­ 
provement Association and park 
their cars back to back so the 
police can’t read their license 
tags. 
EDITORS THREATENED 
All over the South the Klan 
has 
tried to intimidate the 
p ress, ranging from a campaign 
by the Grand Dragon of Natchez, 
E. L. McDaniel, to try to p er­ 


suade editors to cancel 
my 
column, to a crossburning out­ 
side the office of the Weekly 
G azette at La Grange, N. C., 
whose editor, Paul Barwick, had 
attacked the Klan, 


In Natchez the FBI warned 
the 
weekly 
M iss-Lou 
Ob­ 
s e rv e r's w. W. W inkler that 
he 
had been placed 
on the 
“ black list of the KKK and 
your life is in danger. 
“ The FBI can offer you no 
protection for our m ission is 
investigation,” the FBI spokes­ 
man stated. “ However, I have 
delivered the warning, and b e­ 
lieve me it is true. I cannot 
te ll 
you nor speculate as to 
how the mission of the Klan 
w ill be carried out, but I do 
advise you to take every p re ­ 
caution to protect yourself and 
your family.” 


Editor Winkler was not In­ 
tim idated. He carried a fro n t­ 
page editorial which read in 
part: 
“ We have news for you broth­ 
e r s under the sheets (whoever 
you are). We will not be scared 
o r bullied out of business. And 
if we go down, we will go down 
swinging, not running.” 
Grand Dragon McDaniel c ir ­ 
culated a chain le tte r among 
Klansmen stating that “ Drew

the Ku Klux Klan. 
“ This is a chain le tte r that 
involves no expense except a lit­ 
tle time and a few 
postage 
stam p s,” he continued. “ F irs t 
w rite to Drew Pearson in the 
Natchez Democrat or any other 
newspaper 
that c a rrie s his 
column. 
“ Second, write to ten of your 
friends and acquaintances u rg ­ 
ing each to do the sam e and 
to write ten other people telling 
them to do the sam e and p e r­ 
petuate the chain. 
“ This may sound corny and 
you may not like the idea of 
chain letters. But le t's let him 
have it.”

Washington, D. C .: — It Is 
not easy to do battle with a 22- 
year-old, not even a 22-year- 
-old who has unleashed a move­ 
ment to keep men from the se­ 
curity forces of the land. 
This chap is Frank Em spak, 
son of Julius, alias ‘‘Com rade 
Juniper,” now dead. T ie la d 's 
profession is coordination. This 
he does by directing the Na­ 
tional Coordinating Com m ittee 
to End the War in Viet Nam. 
But — he set the ru les. The 
other day he brushed aside a 
query on whether he was 
a 
Communist. 
That 
is 
his 
privilege. But then 
he added 
that many causes, including the 
old CIO, had been called Com­ 
munist. 
Frank Emspak should know 
why forces inside the old CIO 
were called Communist by lead­ 
ers in and out of the CIO. 
It is all so pertinent now. 
Julius Emspak, a tough 
but 
subtle and wily Communist in­ 
fighter, was heavily responsible 
for making the old CIO vulner- 
able to charges of Communist 
infiltration. 
The older Emspak was sec­ 
retary - treasu rer 
and dis­ 
ciplinarian of the United Elec­ 
trical W orkers, then a power­ 
ful 500,000-member union in the 
very core of A m erica's bur­ 
geoning atomic and electronic 
industries.

was buried

some IO other CIO unions. 
Yes, they were called Com­ 
munist 
because they 
were 
Communists. They w ere de­ 
nounced by their own lead ers 
such as the late Philip M ur­ 
ray, national CIO p re sid e n t^ 
Today, 
young 
coordinator 
Frank Emspak should know that 
“ '"re were labor lead ers who 


wept on Pearl Harbor night. 
I saw 
them cry. And while 
the tears came because 
they 
new 
men would die, I heard 
the Emspak Communists cheer 
because the 
Japanese 
had 
bombed America into the w ar. 
Now the Soviets would have 
an ally. Now they 
too w ere 
for saving the King. 
Today, Frank Emspak should 
know, some of those anti-Com- 
munist labor lead ers, hating 
war no le ss, loath aggression 
even more.

It was always so with Joe 
Beirne as it was, too, with the

Hear Talk on 
Production of 
Vegetables 


CHARLESTON — Chamber of 
Com m erce mem bers met at the 
C harlestonian for their monthly 
luncheon session with Wendell 
Choate as speaker. 
His topic was “ production and 
m arketing of perishable vege­ 
tables.” 
Choate reviewed some of the 
efforts made in tim es past espe­ 
cially In growing Irish and sweet 
potatoes. Irish potatoes were 
grown in the north part of the 
county, and growers found ready 
sale of their produce to the 
packet boats which plied the 
M ississippi. Efforts to grow and 
to m arket sweet potatoes, he 
said, were not successful. “ All 
of you are fam iliar with the 
growing of watermelons and 
cantaloupes,” the speaker said. 
He paid high trlbure to the 
late Frank Phillips, who pio­ 
neered such crops as green 
beans, 
spinach 
and 
fresh 
tom atoes in this area. “ All of 
these ventures were not 
fi­ 
nancially profitable, but Mr. 
Phillips' 
experiences 
have 
proven 
invaluable.” He also 
mentioned the E llers sweet corn 
promotion in this and other 
areas of the district. The E llers 
project was not universally suc­ 
cessful, “ but,” the speaker said 
“ we learned something from all 
these e a rlie r ventures, so I 
decided to grow sweet corn on 
my own.” 
Some of the factors which are 
on the credit side Insofar as 
this area and fresh produce is 
concerned are: the availability 
of cheap w ater for Irrigation, 
good soil and a variety of soils, 
the favorable attitude of grow­ 
e rs and availability of labor. 
This year growers paid an 
average of $1.25 per hour to 
housewives, high school stu­ 
dents and others, and the labor 
supply was In general adequate 
when needed. 
This past spring Choate opened 
and staffed his own sales of­ 
fice In Charleston, bringing an 
experienced 
marketing man 
from Florida. He has very r e ­ 
cently opened another sim ilar 
sales office In Belle Glade, Fla,, 
so that a year 'round operation 
can be maintained. 
Much of the rest of his talk 
was concerned with 
figures 
showing how much money was 
released In the community by 
sweet corn and potato growers. 
Choate's cost for labor In his 
own sweet corn venture ran 
$49,215, he stated. This does 
not include money spent by Jim 


Moreton. “ We harvested and 
sold 315,000 crates of sweet 
corn, 
the equivalent of 500 
truckloads, and spent $83,600 
for wire bound crates alone. 
These were bought from a Ca­ 
ruthersville firm . 
“ We used 2,359 tons of ice, 
and spent $7,786 for Inspection 
fees to protect the consumer. 
Cooper operation expenses at 
Dorena amounted to $13,419,” 
the speaker said. 
He told of spending $73,137 to 
grow approximately 150 acres 
of Irish potatoes this year. $1,50 
p er hundred weight was with­ 
held, he said, for the “ pot” 
to buy equipment, parts, etc., 
and that amounted to $45,000. 
Another lump sum of $35,000 
went for labor, supplies, tele­ 
phone and marketing expenses. 
Both sweet corn and potatoes, 
however, provide a cash income 
In an otherwise dull season-- 
before regular farm crops are 
harvested. Roughly the dates 
are June 15 to August 15. 
“ Even though the potato m ar­ 
ket was high this season, we 
made enough m istakes to reduce 
the net to grow ers to around 
$2.57 per IOO pounds. Better 
methods, and fewer mistakes 
should net a fair return at 
present day or lower prices,” 
Choate said. 
In general, he said, potatoes 
offer a higher per acre net than 
cotton, and cotton, he added 
seem s to be on its way out as 
a m ajor crop In this area. He 
cited recent federal farm legis­ 
lation to support his contention. 
The immediate need 
here, 
Choate said, is for a m arket­ 
ing center, and for rail service. 
Buyers, he said have three days 
In which to empty a refrigerated 
rail car, thus perm itting o r­ 
derly marketing, w hereas the 
average truck must be unloaded 
In a m atter of hours. 
The marketing center should 
be on a rail siding, and other 
essentials such as water, elec­ 
tric ity , and phone service must 
be readily available. It should 
be built at truck-rall height, 
and should contain a minimum 
of 10,000 feet of floor space. 
T here should also be a cold 
room , an ice room, office space 
and storage space, and drive­ 
ways should be graveled or all 
w eather. He estim ated the cost 
of such a center at around 
$50,000 and stated that grow­ 
e r s should lease back such a 
structure. 
Buyers are looking for a de­ 
pendable supply of quality m er­ 
chandise, Choate said, and at a 
central marketing center both 
facto rs can be controlled. He 
term ed the need for a building

Rome And The 
American Labor Union

QUESTION: How do you ex­ 
plain 
the spread 
of 
such 
hostility 
to 
management, 
through the body of union labor, 
since evidently the hostility is 
anti-Christian? 
Hostility to management 
Is 
spread largely through union 
newspapers. In that matter we 
have had some sharp complaints 
from men friendly to unionism. 
Thus we have from Msgr. Hugo 
Maino of Detroit, "If you read 
the general run of publications 
put out by labor unions 
you 
might easily get the im pres­ 
sion that nearly all employers 
remain essentially sim ilar to 
the industrial ‘robber 
bar­ 
ons* of the turn of the century. 
They are portrayed as fattening 
on an Inexhaustible flow of Ill- 
gotten gains, while they scheme 
cynically to defraud the laborer 
of his hire and the public 
of 
its hard-earned cash.*' 
Ed Marchiniak, too, mem­ 
ber of the American Newspaper 
Guild, urged labor union edi­ 
tors to "Open the pages of 
union newspapers to free and 
reasonable debate over union 
policy and practice. Close these 
pages to juvenile journalism 
manifested in loaded statistics, 
empty slogans, and distorted 
Quotations. The 
‘cops 
and 
robbers' approach —where all 
the good guys are union 
of­ 
ficials and the bad guys 
are 
bosses—is as outmoded as the 
14-hour day." 
A union office worker adds 
her protest against labor edi­ 
tors' continuous libeling of the 


employer: "They always print 
all the bad things the company 
does 
and make 
it sound 
so 
much worse than it is: it's so 
colored, so prejudiced—as 
if 
the company is our enemy." 
QUESTION: Why should 
the 
unions be so desirous of build­ 
ing up a feeling of animosity 
towards the employer? 


Summer Slichter,the Harvard 
labor economist, rem arks that 
unions 
"may 
find 
it ad­ 
vantageous to stir up grievances 
even in a union . . .shop. Tile 
purpose may be to harass man­ 
agement into accepting inter­ 
pretations of the agreement that 
the union wants; or . . .to de­ 
velop a militant attitude among 
the members to help the union 
in negotiating new contracts. 
Some 
union representatives 
may stir up grievances in union 
shops in an effort to advance 
their political fortunes within 
the union or to build up interest 
in it." Remember, too, 
that 
union membership can be quite 
expensive 
and 
burdensome. 
A, H. Raskin, unionist 
Labor 
Editor of the New York Times, 
says our unions "take in and 
spend nearly a billion and a 
half a year in dues revenue .." 
The workers who must hand that 
money over, and often then see 
it 
heavily 
drawn 
upon for 
political purposes with which 
they have 
no sympathy, may 
feel such exactions less burden­ 
some if they are taught ill-will 
towards the management.

IF YOUR WATER CLOSET 
TANK DRIPS, HERE’S 
WHAT TO DO 
Have you ever wondered why 
your water closet tank some­ 
times 
“ sweats” until 
water 
drips to the floor during hot hu­ 
mid weather or when someone 
runs the hot water with the bath­ 
room door closed? 
According to the Plumbing- 
Heating - Cooling Information 
Bureau, sweating is due to the 
condensation of water vapor iii 
the air. Moisture will form on 
any container holding a liquid 
that's cooler than tile surround­ 
ing atmosphere. Since the water 
entering the flush tank comes 
from the cold water line, ifs 
usually cooler than the atmo­ 
sphere — hence the sweating. 
You can test this fact by hold­ 
ing a glass of ice water in a 
very warm room. 
The best way to cope with this 
tank sweating nuisance is to 
introduce hot as well as cold 
water into the tank. A mixing 
valve is installed at the proper 
point, allowing the entrance of 
just enough hot water to warm 
the water entering the tank. The 
job is a relatively simple one, 
and your plumbing co tractor 
will be glad to supply details.

EDITOR'S NOTE — “ Busy”

session of the 89th Congress.So 
busy, in fact, that its mass of 
legislation will affect the life of 
just alout every American. This 
is the first of Ave articles deal­ 
ing with the accomplishments of 
a historic session. 


By WALTER R. MEARS 
WASHINGTON (AP)—nA tidal 
wave of legislation that reaches 
into almost every segment of 
American life is the legacy of a 
Congress that President John­ 
son has labeled—ntits midpoint 
—the most effective in history. 
During Its 
first session, the 
89th Congress swept into law a 
vast range of Johnson proposals 
to spur American education, 
combat poverty, insure the na­ 
tion's elderly against the eco­ 
nomic ravages of illness, cut 
excise taxes, and boost Social 
Security levies. 
It acted to cut scarce silver 
out of quarters and to make 
more gold available for interna­ 
tional exchange. It moved to 
curtail scenery-hiding highway 
billlxjards and offer a helping 
hand to the arts in America. 
And to do all this, it appropri­ 
ated more money than any Con­ 
gress since World War II. The 
grand total is around$l 19.3 bil­ 
lion. That is second only to the 
$147 billion appropriated 
in 
1942, with America at war. 
If you are a wage earner, 
you're getting some income tax 
relief, but you flee a boost in 
your Social Security tax pay­ 
ments next year. So does your 
employer. 
And your share of the national 
debt is bigger than ever. By 
next July, the total is expected 
to be $322.5 billion-or $1.627 for 
every man, woman and child. 
Congress has boosted the tem­ 
porary national debt limit to 
$328 billion. 
During tile current bookkeep­ 
ing year, interest on the debt 
will total about $11.5 billion, up 
$500 million from last year's 
figure. 
Total appropriations are up 
about $12 billion from the figure 
voted by the previous session of 
Congress. 
Defense spending is up about 
$800 million. And about $2.4 bil­ 
lion of the defense budget was 
voted specifically to pay for the 
war in Viet Nam. 
Two revenue steps that may 
have the most direct effect on 
you are a tax cut—and a tax 
increase. 
Social Security taxes are go­ 
ing up by about $5 billion next 
year to finance increased pen­ 
sion payments and medical in­ 
surance. 
That means an increase of 
$103 in Social Security levies 
for every worker who earns 
more than $6,600 next year. 
Employers face an increase, 
too. 
Another boost of $13 is in 
prospect in 1967, $33 more in 
1969. By 1973, if the law passed 
this year stands unchanged, the 
worker will be paying $365 a 
year, his employer matching it. 
For the typical wage earner, 
increased Social Security taxes 
will eat up about 60 per cent of 
the income tax cut he got from 
the last Congress. 
This year's tax reduction was 
in excise taxes—a total cut of 
$4.7 billion in three stages. The 
first step already is in effect. 
But the tax cuts don't auto­ 
matically go to you as a pur­ 
chaser. They were levied at the 
m anufacturer's 
level. Presi­ 
dent Johnson has told 
tile 
Commerce Department to prod 
manufacturers who have 
not 
passed on the reductions. 
Johnson’s economic advisers 
still are keeping an eye on the 
retail-level impact of the tax- 
cutting m easure. 
They figured by mid-July that 


some 75 per cent of the immedi­ 
ate reduction, or about $1.7 bil­ 
lion a year, had been passed on 
in lower consumer prices. 
Excise reductions were noted 
in the prices of items ranging 
from automobiles to home per­ 
manents to mechanical pencils. 
Then, when 1966 automobile 
prices 
were 
announced, the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board re­ 
ported they had been adjusted 
downward to take into account 
the excise tax cuts-but 
they 
also reflected 
the additional 
cost of newly introduced safety 
features. 
The result, the board said, 
was a price range about the 
same as that a year ago. 
Tax reductions on automo­ 
biles and telephone calls will 
not take their final downward 
step until Jan. I, 1969. 
The automobile excise 
was 
cut from IO to 7 per cent-an 
average of $70 on a new car-in 
the first stage. The later re­ 
ductions will peg the tax at a 
permanent one per cent level. 
If the full impact of the excise 
tax cuts on other items is passed 
on to you as a consumer, a $33 
suitcase should cost you $3.50 
less; a $129.50 television set 
should be $10 cheaper than be­ 
fore. 
Despite the reduction, Ameri­ 
cans still are paying mo-e than 
$10.5 billion in annual excise 
taxes that remained untouched 
—mostly on liquor, cigarettes 
and gasoline. 
If your’re 
planning a trip 
abroad, you may well feel the 
impact of a congressional step 
aimed at one of the govern­ 
ment’s big economicproblems- 
the outflow of U. S. gold. 
Congress has enacted a series 
of banking finance bills de­ 
signed to ease that problem. 
One of them eliminates a re­ 
quirement that the Federal Re­ 
serve System 
maintain 
gold 
stocks equal to 25 per cent of the 
deposits it holds from member 
banks. The effect is to free 
nearly $5 billion in gold which 
now can be used to redeem U, S, 
dollars held by foreigners. 
Another measure is more like­ 
ly to bring the gold drain prob­ 
lem to the doorstep of many 
Americans. 
If you go on vacation 
over­ 
seas, you can bring back duty 
free purchases worth no more 
than $100 at retail. That's about 
$67 less than the old system, 
based on wholesale prices. At 
one time, the limit was $500 in 
wholesale value, 
johnson figures that will keep 
at 
home about $60 million a 
year in U. S. dollars that would 
otherwise 
have 
been spent 
abroad. 
Taking it one step further; 
Tourists now are allowed to 
bring home only one duty-free 
bottle of low-priced foreign liq­ 
uor. 
Another close-to home remin­ 
der of the busy 89th Congress 
will be in your change pocket 
soon. The coins you use will 
be different. By early next year, 
you'll probably be 
carrying 
sandwich-style quarters of cop- 
per-nickel alloy, w ithpurecop­ 
per cores. 
Silverless quarters 
already 
are being produced at the Phila­ 
delphia mint. The mint also will 
produce sandwich style dimes, 
md half-dollars with reduced 
silver content. 
The old quarter was about 90 
per cent silver, and had a metal 
value of about 24 cents. The new 
one is made of raw materials 
worth about a penny. 
The administration said the 
coinage change was necessary 
to conserve silver for other 
uses.
